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INTRODUCTION 


T he Museum In Jaipur was scarted ivith a view lo bring 
to light various industrial arts praciised by the artisans 
of the fonner Jaipur State. The Duildiug of the muscuni 
vras designed in fndo-Persian style. Tlte coUcctions made 
in an exhibition held in 1883 served as a nudeus for the 
museum which was lodged in the preacni building In 1886. 
This museum was inaugurated by Sir Edward Bradford, 
the then agent to the Governor-General. The museum 
came to be known as the Albert Hall in honour of the Prince 
of AVales, who had laid the foundation stone in the year 1876 
Tlic work of building construction was started in the tiine 
of Maliaraja Ram Singh but the building ivas completed in 
the time of Maliaraja Madbo Singh under the stipe j vision 
of the famous Engineer Col. Jacob. 

Tlie collection originally comprised of the exhibits of 
educational importance and was based on Economics, 
History, Science» Culture, Zoolt^- and Arts. 

Col. Hendlcy was the first Hon. Secretary of the 
museum. His conscientious efforts deserve special admira¬ 
tion. His main object was to make this museum as perfect 
ripe of Museum, housing exhibits of foreign and local 
cbaractcr for a comparative study of crafts of both local .tnd 
iniemaiiona] importance. Primarily the umseum was de¬ 
signed to be an an and industrial museum. Most of the 
things in the coliccuon of the museum belong to the time of 
Col. Hcndlcy under w'hose advice articles were manufac¬ 
tured at the school of Arts, Jaipur. Varieties in Brass work 
were introduced and new crafts like enamel, damasceniug, 
pottery, etc. attracted the attention of the cxpert-i abroad 
and many good specimens were produced. 

An attempt has been made liere to presimi before the 
readers a catalogue of museum ejehibits bearing on metal 
cransmamJiip — brass work —■ chased, embtisscd, hammered 
etc. and also fine works like those of enamel, bidri, filigree. 





damascemng etc. Tim is only the ist part of the catalogue. 
The other part of the catalo^c shall follow in due cetirse. 
The author would be failing in his duty if he docs not point 
out here that the present cataio^e docs not deal tvitU only 
those exHbirs of metal secuon ^wilch are on display but f^^ yT 
those which are now consigned to godowus for want of space 
in crait section. 

BRASS WORK: 

A short note on various types of metal works lodged in the 
museuin U given below;— 

Sacred and domestic utensils in brass and copper arc 
made all over India ^d arc usually of the same pattern as 
we find represented m the oldest Buddhist sculptures and 
cave paintings. These metal vessels in a nadve Indian 
household liavr the same place as porcelain^ glass and silver 
do in an European fanuly, Hindus even now use brass 
vessels and Mohammadans copper. Various typts of work¬ 
manship such as repou&sc, chasing, piercing, h^mering and 
engraving are done on article hke drinking cups, htay, 
cooking pots, lamps, spice“bo^es, fiditdanSf bclb, candclbras, 
founiaim, salvers, cnskcis, ink-stands idols, bed-chains, aU 
of which are turned out in brass, copper, silver, gold, bromic 
etc, ^ticles of household use are made for local con¬ 
sumption in the north of the country at Amritsar, Ambala, 
Ludhiana, Jalandhar, etc. 

Jaipur is famous for its brass work all over the world. 
Much of fine brass work k srilJ carried on by the artisam 
but is done tn most cases at the request of the local and 
foreign tmrio dealers. Jaipur work displays on it Persian 
patterns. Tliis was probably due to the fact that the Jaipur 
rulers were closely connected with the Mughal emperon. 
At Moradabad, tin b soldered on brass, filling the ground 
^rtion with a blackened composUion of lac. ^nara.s b 
famous for the excellence of iis cast and sculptured mytho¬ 
logical images in brass, copper, gold and silver, in Ben^, 
placa like Burdwan, Chittagong etc, lum out mcial work. 
Aasik, .\bmcdabad and Poona in the west, have aluays been 
famous for Ihiur copper and brass works. Nagpur b 
disungubhed by it.s traditional fomos in brass. Very good 
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brass work is done ai Ncllore but the work done ai Madura and 
Tanjorc in south is superior to aJi and is also the finest in India. 

DAMASCF^NING WORK : 

This is a coUcciive name derived from the place of practice 
of this an of workmanship — Dramascus, Two types of 
damascening ^vork arc on display in the museuni. They 
are Tahmishan and Koft. in Tahinishan or true damas- 
ccnitig, gold wire is forced into deep channels cut in steel. 
In koft work gold wire or even leaf, arc only made to adhere 
to the ground metal by means of slight grooves with filling 
and polishing. Bundi, Altvar and Udaipur have served 
as centres for this type of work, which is found executed 
mostly on weapons. 

ENAMELLING WORK: 

Sir George Birdtvood has described the enamal ivork of 
Jaipur as the master art of the world. One type of enamel 
w'ork is known as chanipleve. In this work me ground is 
excavated into little pits or depresssion for the recqjtion of 
I enamel colours. Tliese colours are oxides of metal and are 
made to adhere to gold by heat. The outlines arc formed 
by the gold of the plate and the whole piece b carefully 

¥ >lbhcd or buritbhcd by agatot after the oxides arc fused. 

he enamel then becomes strong and does not crack and 
fly off, as in many European examples of an. As the 
colours for the most part adhere with di&hrent degrees of 
heat they arc applied separately and those which melt at 
the lowest temperature arc put on last of all. The Jaipur 
w'ork b chielly noted for the fineness and the beaut)' of its 
red hues. Sixty years back the artbts were all Sikhs. They 
practised their an, in the first place, at L^aliore. There are 
still anbts in Jaipur ivho make articles of very fine quality. 
Partapgarh and Naihdwara in Mewar are also centres of 
this art. Partapgarh b notable only for the work on glass. 

BIDR I WORK: 

There are four seats of Bidri tnanufaciure. These are 
Lucknots', Pumiah, Bidar and Moorshidabad. The mode 
of manufacture is very nearly the same at all the places. 
The manufacture of Bidri ^vork b carried on under a system 
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<if <;livi<iion of labour. The dilltrrtiit processes are geiiEraliy 
performed bv three classes of people^ viz., the moulder, (he 
carver and the inlaycr- The moulder prepares the alloyed 
met^d casts of the vessels and lums them into proper shapes 
bv‘ a lathe. Tlic carver engraves the pattern on the sudace 
of the vessel and the iiilayer designs the patterns, inlays the 
ornament of gold and silver and Snally colours and polishes 
the object. In Bidri the metal ground is a compound of 
copper, lead and tin, made black oti the surface by the use 
of me solution of amoiuac saltpetre, salt and blue vitriol. 
Tlien the required pattern is engraved over the article and 
inlaid with silver. Finally, the ground of the t'csscis is 
blackened and its silver ornamentations scoured to the 
brightest polish. 

SILVER WORK; 

In Rajasthan, Jaipur and Bikaner arc famous for the produc¬ 
tion of silver objects of domestic use. The designs on the 
objects are cither engraved or embossed. K^hmir in 
north, Cutch in west, Mysore atid Trichinopoly in souih 
arc noted centres for the manufacture of silver objects. 

Burmah and Kandi in Ckydon have Buddhist motive 
represented on their objects. 

The mcial section of tlir Ccmral Museum, Jaipur, 
characieristic feature of which have been dilated upon in 
the foregoing pages, is rich in both quality and quandty. 
A comparative study of tlie crafts of the same type In a single 
held leads one to feel how, in the midst of dive^iy tn techni¬ 
ques, unity exists. A dispassionate study of craRs on a 
collection basis in the museum makes one fed that our 
present workmanship in certain iidd.s shows a marked 
deterioration and it is lugh time that we should make c^orts 
to revive some of the old and forgotten techniques as well as 
designs and meet the challenge of the critics that even in 
our popular regime, we are alive to our own responsibilities 
and are making lieadway in the field of cottage industries. 
Let modem craftsmen make use of the artistic crafts pre¬ 
served and disolayed in the museum and steal a march over 
the past record. Amen 1
